ORG E the Second, by the Strace 
WS) + of God, of Great Britain; France, 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
Faith, Sc. — To all Perſons to 
= whom theſe Prefents ſhall come. 
Foraſmuchas we have received Information by the 
Petition of the Lord Primate, Lord Chancellor, 
Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops; Judges, Gen- 
try, and Clergy of our Kingdom of Ireland ; 
That in many Parts of the ſaid Kingdom there 
are great Tracts of Land, almoſt entirely inha- 
bited by Papiſts, who are kept by their Clergy in 
great Ignorance of the true Religion, and bred 
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hat the Erecting: of Engliſh Proteſtant Schools 
in thoſe Places is abſolutely neceſſary for their 
Converſion ; That the Engliſh Pariſn Schools al- 
teady eſtabliſhed are not ſufficient for that pur- 
Clergy, only, fully Anſwer that End. 

To the intent therefore, that the Children of 
the Popiſh, and other poor Natives of the ſaid 
Kingdom, may be inſtructed in the Erngli/b 
b N and in the Principles of true Religion 
and Loyalty; and that ſo good a Deſign may 
the more effectually be carried on: The Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and ſome of the chief Nobility, Gentry, and 
Clergy of the ſaid Kingdom, are appointed Com- 
miſſioners to execute the Purpoſes of this Charter; 
and have a Power to elect others in the Room of 
their . deceaſed Members; and are conſtituted a 
Corporation, or Body Politic, by the Name of the 
Incorporated Society in DuBLIN,. for Promoting 
Engliſh Proteſtant Schools : And are capable to re- 
ceive and enjoy in Fee, and in Perpetuity, any 
Mannors, Lands, Tenements, Annuities, Sum or 
Sums of Money, Sc. that may be given them by 


any Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politic and Corpo- 


rate, Sc. the ſame not exceeding the Yearly Value: 
of 20001, to be applied for the Eſtabliſhing and 
Supporting E&1z1:/þ- Proteſtant Schools in fuch 
Places as they ſhall think proper. 

Tux faid Society is impower'd to nominate 
and appoint proper Schoolmaſters, and School- 
miſtreſſes, to be approved and licenſed by the 
Archbiſhops and Bifhops reſpectively, to continue 
during the Pleaſure of the ſaid Society; and are 
to be {upported by the Society, and provided 


with all things neceſſary for the Inſtruction of

ed a Preſident, Vice-Preſident, Treaſurer, Secre- 
tary, and Regiſter or Clerk, Sc. 
TEE Preſident, or Vice-Preſident, to admini- 
ſter an Oath to the Treaſurer, &c. for the faith- . 
ful execution of their reſpective Offices. | 

Thar the ſaid Society at the firſt General 
Meeting, upon the firſt Wedneſday in November, 
or next Meeting thereafter, make a new Election 
of Perſons to ſerve in the ſaid Offices, or conti- 
nue the former, and appoint a Committee of 
Fifteen of their Number, which Committee is to 
have a Meeting in DusL 1x, and is impower'd to 
carry into execution, all Rules and Directions of 
the ſaid Society; and a Committee in manner 
aforeſaid is to be choſen Yearly, on every firſt 
Wedneſday in November. | 
Tux Society is likewiſe. impower'd to nomi- 
nate Perſons to receive Subſcriptions, Benefactions, 
Sc. in any part of his Majeſty's Dominions, 
from all well-diſpoſed People ; for which, as alſo 
for all other Contributions, the Treaſurer is to 
lay before the Society on the firſt Wedne ſday in

THE Society is impowered to make ſuch 
Rules, as ſhall be judged moſt fit and neceſſary 
Provided, the aid Rules be not repugnant to the 
Laws of this Kingdom, and the ſame be approv- 
ed by the Lord Primate, Chief Judges, c. 

* WHensoxves the Preſident, Vice-Preſident, 
Sc. ſhall die, the Survivors ſhall remain incor- 
porate; and they, or any ſeven of them, may 

appoint a hew Preſident, or Vice-Preſident, &c. in 
the Room of ſuch Perſons ; And upon the Death 
or Remoyal of their Treaſurer, Sc. they ſhall in 
like manner chooſe others to fucceed ; and may 


' remove from their Offices any ſuch Treaſurer, &c. 


for Miſdemeanors committed by them. 

ALL Leaſes of Lands or Tenements ſhall be 
made at a General Meeting, and with the Con- 
ſent of the Preſident, Se. the ſaĩd Meeting at 
leaſt conſiſting of ſeven in Number; and every 
Leaſe fo made, ſhall not exceed Three Lives, or 
Thirty One Years Poſſeſſion, and without Fine. 

THE Society may Ele& and Admit Subſcrib-

H E Charter was opened with pu 
in the Council Chamber of the Caſtle of Dup-. 
LIN, on Wedneſday the Sixth of February, One 
Theuſand Seven Himdred and Thirty Three ; And 
after being read in the Preſence of his Grace the 
Duke of Dons ET, Lord Lieutenant of IX ELAN D, 
and many of the Lords, Commons, and Clergy : 
The Officers appointed by the Charter were Cho- 
ſen. 
Tu y have the Honour of having his Grace 
the Lord Lieutenant for their Preſident; and the 
Lord Primate Vice-Preſident and Treaſurer; John 
Hanſard Eſq; was Elected Secretary; At which 
time the Treaſurer and Secretary were ſworn for 
the due and faithful execution of their reſpective 
Offices as the Charter directs. 

A Subſcription was then propoſed, and chear- 
fully made, by moſt of the Members preſent; 
A 4 amongſt 


amongſt whom the Right Honourable the Ear! © 
of KIL DARx contributed Five Hundred Pound. 

SND when, the Society, purſuant to their 
Adjournment, having met in the Committee Room. Þ 
of the Houſe of Lords (where they meet) deliberated 7 
on the Rules and Meaſures to be taken by them, for 
carrying on with effect this truly Noble, Religious, 
and Charitable Deſign. At which time they 
choſe fifteen of. their Members, uſually reſiding in, 


or near DuBLiNn, to be a Standing Committee as 


the Charter dire&ts, who meet Monthly, or oftner, 
for the better conducting and managing the Buſi- 
neſs of the Society; and for directing and receiv- 
ing Correſpondencies, through the ds of the 
Secretary at his Office. | 

TAE have likewiſe reſolved, wherever they 
erect any Charter School, to requeſt the Miniſter 
of the Pariſh, and ſuch Gentlemen as reſide in the 
Neighbourhood, to form themſelves into a Local 
Committee, to inſpect the State and Management 
of it, and to ſend ſuch Intelligence, and Obſer- 
vations to the Standing Committee, as they may 
judge proper and uſeful. They have alſo ap- 
pointed a Sub-Committee.of Five, for preparing a 
Plan or Scheme of Rules and Orders, to carry the 
Deſign into execution; which has been done ac- 
cordingly. f 

By a Statute 5th of King GORE II. Cap. 4. 
entitled, An AcT for the further explaining and 
amending the Laws, &c. Tis enacted, That eve- 
ry Archbiſhop, and Biſhop, be enabled to grant 
%% Acres of his See Land; every Incumbent, One 
Acre of his Glebe, and every Lay-Gentleman (tho® 
Tenant for Life, in bar to any Marriage Settle- 
ment or Remainders) One Acre of Land, Planta- 
tion Meaſure, tor erecting an Engliſh Proteſtant 
School for ever. 2 | 
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Many Offers of ſuch Acres are made to the 
Society; and wherever they ean rent twenty or 
thirty Acres of Land, contiguous to the ſaid Acre 
or Acres, there they propoſe to take in ſuch a 
Number of each Sex, as the Product of the Land 
will ſubſiſt. The Boys are to be furniſhed with 
Spades, Shavels, Pickaxes, and other Inſtruments, 
ſuitable ta their. Strength, for cullivating and ma- 


nuring the Land er a Proper Maſter; By 
which they will be inſtructed early in Plowing, 


Sowing, Hedging, Ditching, Quickſetting, and Car- 
dening, ſo much wanted in that Kingdom : And 
the Girls in milking Cows, making Butter and 
Cheeſe, ſpinning Linnen and Woolen to cloath them- 
ſelves, and in all other Parts of Hoyſewifry. This 
will qualify them at a proper Age, to be put out 
Apprentices to Proteſtant Maſters and Miſtreſſes, 
with the Sum of Forty Shillings for each, with a 
Bible, Common-Prayer-Book, and the Whole Duty 
of Man. oo 

Wren a ſufficient Number of Schools are 
erected, the Society will tranſplant the Children 
from one County to another, that they may not be 
under the Influence of their Popiſh Parents, or 
Prieſts to pervert them; and the more effectually 
to prevent ſo great an Exil, the Society have re- 
ſolved not to admit any Children into the Schools, 
unleſs the Parents, or next Relations, enter into a 
Bond of Five Pounds Penalty, not to demand them 
during their Schocling and Apprentiſhip, 

THE Popiſ Parents, on their Knees, beſeech 
many of the Society to accept their Children, pro- 
miſing never to remand them; their Poverty be- 
ing ſo preſſing, that they think they cannot part 
with them on better terms, than to have them 
lodged, dieted, cloathed, and educated, and, at a 
Oper Age, put in a Way to earn their future

HA. D this moft excellent Expedient been put in 
Practice ſdme few Years after the late Revolution 


and Reduction of IRELanD by King William, 
(the Old Stock being moſtly: deceaſed) the Lower 
Rank of IRELanD had now been good Proteſ- |

Blood, they had almoſt extirpated the very Name 


of Proteſtant in TRELAND. 

Tram they have ſtill the ſame Principles, 
avowed by their Do#rine of Merit to deſtroy all 
Hereticks, is notorious ; nor can it be expected ta 
convert the Adult from their ſtubborn Bj otry ; it 
is therefore neceſſary to begin with the Fa uth, and
